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Report  of  the  Thirty-Ninth  Annual  Meeting 


^jpHE  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governing  Body 
of  the  Hospital  was  held  at  the  Freemasons’  Hall  on 
Tuesday,  January  23rd,  1940. 

Mr.  G.  C.  Hayter-Hames,  J.P.  (President)  was  in  the  Chair. 

The  following  Reports  were  presented  and  adopted — the 
Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management  by  the  Rev.  J.  A. 
Kitson  ;  the  Medical  Report  by  Dr.  K.  Purves;  and  the 
Financial  Statement  by  Mr.  Tom  Bartlett. 

The  following  members  of  the  Committee,  Miss  E.  H. 
Pryor,  Mrs.  Hubert  Depree,  Mrs.  J.  Daw  and  Rev.  C.  Egerton 
Chadwick  retired  in  accordance  with  Rule  8  and  were 
unanimously  re-elected. 

The  President,  Medical  Officers,  Dental  and  Ophthalmic 
Surgeons,  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  Hon.  Auditor,  Hon.  Almoner, 
and  Hon.  Secretary  were  thanked  for  their  services  during 
the  past  year  and  re-elected.

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Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management 


IN  presenting  its  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1939,  the  Committee  desires  to  express  its  gratitude  to 
the  Medical  Staff  and  to  the  Hon.  Consulting  Physician 
and  Surgeon  (Dr.  Charles  Seward  and  Mr.  Norman  Lock)  for 
their  care  of  the  patients  :  and  to  the  Matron  and  Nursing 
Staff  for  the  excellent  work  done  by  them  in  the  past  year. 

The  Supply  League,  under  Mrs.  Gordon  Baillie,  its 
President,  has  continued  to  be  of  the  greatest  assistance  to 
the  Hospital  by  providing  swabs  and  dressings  and  main¬ 
taining  the  linen  cupboard.  The  Committee  desires  to  express 
its  great  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  Mrs  Gordon  Baillie 
and  all  who  support  the  Linen  League. 

CARNIVALS 

The  H  ospital  is  more  than  ever  indebted  to  the  Carnival 
Committees  of  both  Moretonhampstead  and  Chagford. 

The  Moretonhampstead  Carnival  contributed  £260  to  the 
funds  of  the  Hospital,  an  increase  of  £70  on  last  year — a 
really  magnificent  effort;  while  the  sum  of  £27/10/-  was 
received  from  the  Chagford  Carnival,  an  increase  of  £9/10/-. 
The  Committee  desires  to  congratulate  them  both  on  this 
excellent  achievement,  and  to  offer  them  its  most  hearty 
thanks 

The  Committee  also  wishes  to  thank  the  Drewsteignton 
Handbell  Ringers  who  contributed  £15,  and  all  subscribers, 
donors  of  gifts  in  kind,  and  those  who  have  contributed  in 
boxes  during  the  year,  the  last  mentioned  having  raised 
£9/19/6,  of  which  63/18/8  came  from  the  Warren  House  Inn 
box,  an  increase  of  £1/15/5. 

A  gift  of  £500  has  been  received  in  memory  of  the  late 
Mrs.  Windeat  by  her  husband  and  brother,  to  be  used  as  an 
endowment  of  the  Hospital.  The  thanks  of  the  Committee 
have  already  been  conveyed  to  them,  but  it  desires  to  put  on 
record  here  its  great  appreciation  of  the  kindliness  which 
prompted  the  gift. 

“  Egg  Week”  produced  2488  eggs  and  £6/9/4  in  cash,  an 
increase  of  865  in  the  number  of  eggs  :  the  Committee  is 
grateful  to  the  hens  for  their  efforts  and  to  those  who 
collected  them. 

The  Committee  is  greatly  indebted  to  its  Hon.  Secretary, 
Mrs  Joan  Thomas;  Hon.  Almoner,  Miss  Ponsford  ;  Hon. 
Treasurer,  Mr.  T.  Bartlett ;  and  Hon.  Auditor,  Mr.  S.  H.  Neck 
and  desires  to  thank  them  all  for  their  services  so  freely  and 
unselfishly  given  to  the  Hospital  in  the  past  year 
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The  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  was  420 
as  against  414  last  year — of  whom  311  were  out-patients 
compared  with  286  in  the  previous  year.  The  in-patients 
included  85  in  the  general  wards  and  24  in  the  private  wards. 
The  inmates  of  the  general  wards  contributed  £327/16/0  (of 
which  £241/12/3  was  paid  by  the  Hospital  Aid  Societies)  a 
decrease  of  £119/13/7,  and  those  of  the  private  wards 
£243/4/11,  an  increase  of  £134/17/11  on  last  year. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  the  Committee  is  able  to  report 
an  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  subscriptions  for  the  year; 
£161  Os.  2d.  as  against  £143  12s.  Id:  but  at  the  same 
time  the  Committee  is  compelled  to  view  the  prospect  of  the 
coming  year  with  considerable  apprehension.  It  is  feared 
that,  if  the  war  continues,  it  may  become  impossible  for  the 
Carnivals  to  be  held  in  the  coming  Summer:  in  the  past  year 
the  Carnivals  provided  approximately  one-fifth  of  the  Hospital’s 
income  :  the  prospect  of  the  loss  of  this  source  of  income  in 
the  coming  year  must  be  faced:  and  with  it  the  probability  of 
a  decrease  in  the  subscriptions  due  to  the  increased  demands 
of  Income  Tax  and  other  calls  caused  by  the  war.  The 
Committee  ventures  to  suggest  that  entertainments,  concerts 
and  the  like  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  might  be  got 
up  at  various  times  in  the  parishes  concerned  as  they  would 
be  of  great  help  in  case  the  Carnivals  had  to  be  abandoned. 

Plans  for  the  proposed  extension  to  the  Hospital  were 
drawn  up  and  approved  last  August ;  but  the  outbreak  of  war 
has  necessarily  caused  the  postponement  of  any  building  for 
the  present.  It  is  hoped  however  that  the  work  may  be  taken 
in  hand  as  soon  as  happier  days  come  and  sufficient  funds 
have  been  raised  to  justify  starting  the  work.  A  deposit 
account  for  the  Hospital  extension  has  been  opened  at  the 
Bank;  and  at  the  moment  the  sum  on  deposit  amounts  to 
approximately  £16.

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RULES  OF  THE  GOVERNING  BODY. 


1.  — The  hospital  is  designed  for  the  benefit  and  accommodation  of  the  poor 
resident  in  the  parishes  of  Moretonhampstead,  North  Bovey,  Chagford, 
Drewsteignton,  Dunsford,  Lustleigh,  Manaton,  and  Bridford,  when  suffering 
from  disease  or  accident. 

2.  — The  Governing  Body  of  the  Hospital  is  appointed  according  to  the 
terms  of  clause  4  of  the  Deed  of  Gift,  and  shall  consist  of  the  Trustee 
or  Trustees  for  the  time  being  of  that  Deed,  and  also  of  such  donors  and 
annual  subscribers  to  the  purposes  of  the  hospital,  as  shall  have  given  not 
less  than  five  guineas  in  one  donation,  or  shall  subscribe  not  less  than  one 
guinea  per  annum. 

3.  — All  subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  January  1st  in  each  year. 

4.  — The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governing  Body  shall  be  held  at  Moreton¬ 
hampstead,  in  January  of  each  year.  Any  Member  of  that  Bo Jy  desiring  to 
bring  forward  any  proposition  must  give  at  least  12  days  notice  of  his  intention 
to  the  Hon.  Secretary,  stating  the  terms  of  the  proposition. 

5.  — A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Governing  Body  may  be  called  at  any  time, 
subject  to  seven  days  notice  being  given,  and  on  the  written  application  to 
the  Hon.  Secretary  of  at  least  twelve  members  of  the  Governing  Body 
or  six  members  of  the  Committee,  such  applications  to  state  the  purpose  for 
which  such  Special  Meeting  is  desired.  No  other  business  than  that  stated 
shall  be  transacted  at  such  meeting. 

6.  — Fourteen  days  clear  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  members  of  the 
Governing  Body,  by  the  Hon.  Secretary,  of  every  Annual  Meeting,  and  a 
further  notice,  stating  the  business  to  be  transacted  at  such  meeting,  shall  be 
given  seven  days  before  the  meeting  takes  place. 

7.  — No  one  whose  subscription  is  three  months  in  arrear  (or  who  has  not 

been  a  member  of  the  Governing  Body  for  three  months),  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  any  Annual  Meeting.  Voting  by  proxy  shall  not  be  allowed. 

8.  — The  management  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  entrusted  to  a  Committee  of 
twelve  members  of  the  Governing  Body,  one-third  of  whom  shall  retire  every 
year,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  co-opt. 

9.  — In  addition  to  the  twelve  above-mentioned,  there  shall  be  a  President, 
who  together  with  the  Trustees,  the  Medical  Officers,  the  Hon  Almoner,  Hon. 
Secretary  and  Hon  Treasurer,  shall  be  members  of  the  Committee.  These,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Trustees,  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting 

COMMITTEE  RULES 

1.  — The  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee 
at  the  first  monthly  meeting  after  the  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  — In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  arising  on  the  Committee,  the  members 
may  proceed  to  fill  it  provisionally,  and  any  appointments  made  by  them 
shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  members  of  the  Governing  Body  at 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

Any  member  being  absent  from  six  consecutive  meetings  will  forfeit 
his  seat,  unless  he  has  been  unavoidably  prevented  from  attending. 
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3.  The  Committee  shall  hold  a  meeting  to  audit  and  pass  for  payment  the 
household  accounts,  and  other  business  for  the  management  of  the  Hospital, 
at  least  once  in  every  month.  Five  members  to  form  a  quorum. 

4.  — Two  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting  as  visitors  to  the  Hospital  for  the  ensuing  month  and  the  date  of 
each  visit,  with  any  remarks,  shall  be  entered  in  the  Visitors’  Book  provided, 
and  signed  by  them  for  the  inspection  of  the  Committee. 

5.  — The  Committee  shall  prepare  an  audited  financial  statement  and  report 
to  be  submitted  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

6.  — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  any  bye-laws  which  they 
may  consider  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  Hospital,  provided  such 
bye-laws  be  submitted  for  confirmation  at  the  next  Annual,  or  Special, 
Meeting  of  the  Governing  Body. 

7.  — These  Rules  shall  not  be  altered,  except  at  the  Annual,  or  Special, 
Meeting  of  the  Governing  Body. 

8.  — The  furniture,  surgical  instruments  and  other  property  belonging 
to  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  the  Trustees  or  Trustee  for  the  time 
being  of  the  Deed  of  Gift,  or  in  the  Official  Trustees  of  Charitable  Funds 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  insure  the  Hospital  Building 
and  its  contents  against  fire,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Trustees,  in  the 
sum  of  not  less  than  £5,000,  and  the  last  fire  insurance  receipt  shall  be 
produced  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  held  next 
after  the  annual  premium  becomes  due,  or  at  any  other  time  at  the  request  of 
the  Trustees  or  Trustee  of  the  Deed  of  Gift. 

9.  — Any  sums  of  money  that  shall  at  any  time  be  given,  or  set  apart  by 
the  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  endowments  of  the  Hospital, 
or  any  branch  of  its  work,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Official  Trustees  of 
Charitable  Funds. 

MEDICAL  OFFICERS. 

1.  — The  Medical  Staff  shall  be  appointed  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting 
of  the  Governing  Body.  If  a  Medical  Officer  shall  be  unable  for  any 
reason,  to  attend  the  practice  of  the  Hospital,  his  Locum  Tenens  shall,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Committee,  act  as  his  Deputy. 

2.  — The  Medical  department  shall  be  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Medical  Officers. 


THE  STAFF. 

1.  — In  addition  to  the  Medical  Officers,  the  Staff  shall  consist  of  a  Matron 
who  shall  be  a  certified  Nurse  and  such  Nurses,  Probationers  and  Servants 
as  the  Committee  shall  find  to  be  necessary. 

The  Matron  and  Nurses  shall  be  resident  at  the  Hospital,  in  order  that 
they  may  be  at  the  service  of  any  case  that  may  be  brought  in.  Leave  of 
absence  shall  be  applied  for  through  the  Committee,  who  shall  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  a  substitute  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the 
Matron. 

2.  — The  Committee  shall  obtain  applications  for  nurses  when  vacancies 
occur,  and  the  appointments  shall  be  made  by  the  same  authority.  The 
Committee  will  also  fix  the  amount  of  the  salaries  to  be  paid. 

3.  — The  Matron  must  not  leave  the  Hospital  when  going  on  holiday  until 
her  duties  have  been  handed  over  personally  to  her  substitute,  so  that  the 
Hospital  may  not  be  left  without  a  qualified  nurse  in  charge. 

4.  — The  Committee  reserve  the  power  to  dismiss  the  Nursing  Staff. 
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ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

1.  — No  case  of  active  or  advanced  pulmonary  consumption,  or  any  incur¬ 
able  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall  be  admissible. 

2.  — The  admission  of  patients  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Medical  Staff. 

3 — The  scale  of  charges  for  Patients,  in  the  Public  and  Private  Wards 
alike,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Committee. 

4. — No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  hospital  for  more  than 
six  weeks  except  by  special  consent  of  the  Committee. 

RULES  FOR  IN-PATIENTS 

1.  — In-patients  shall  be  required  to  bring  with  them  a  change  of  linen  and 
toilet  requisites. 

2.  — The  diet  of  In-patients  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Medical  Officer  attending 
the  case.  Every  requisite  shall  be  provided  in  the  Hospital,  and  nothing 
must  be  given  to  them  from  any  other  source  without  the  sanction  of  the 
Medical  Officers,  or  the  Matron. 

3.  — In-patients  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  visits  from  their  friends  and  the 
Hospital  shall  be  open  to  visitors  on  Sundays,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  from 
2  p.m.  to  4  p.m.  but  the  Matron  may  at  any  time  refuse  the  admission  of 
such  visitors  should  such  a  course  be  considered  necessary. 


EXTRACT  FROM  DEED  OF  GIFT 

1— To  be  used  as  a  Cottage  Hospital  for  the  benefit  and  accommodation 
(on  or  without  payment)  of  poor  persons  suffering  from  disease  or  accident 
and  being  resident  in  the  parishes  of  Moretonhampstead,  North  Bovey, 
Chagford,  Drevvsteignton,  Dunsford,  Lustleigh  and  Bridford. 

4 —  The  Management  of  the  said  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governing 
Body  to  consist  of  the  Trustees  or  Trustee  Donors  and  Annual  Subscribers 
(male  and  female)  to  the  purposes  of  the  said  Hospital  as  (being  Donors) 
shall  have  given  not  less  than  £5/5/0  in  one  donation  or  (being  annual  sub¬ 
scribers)  shall  subscribe  and  pay  not  less  than  £1/1  /-  per  annum  And  the 
Trustees  for  the  time  being  of  these  presents  (being  not  less  than  three  in 
number)  shall  until  there  be  some  other  person  and  also  w  henever  there  shall 
be  no  other  person  than  themselves  qualified  to  be  a  member  of  the  Govern¬ 
ing  Body  have  alone  the  powers  of  the  Governing  Body  including  those 
conferred  by  the  two  next  following  classes. 

5 —  The  Governing  Body  (being  not  less  than  three  in  number)  may  from 
time  to  time  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  and  control  and 
as  to  the  use  (on  or  without  payment)  of  the  said  Hospital  and  as  to  the 
conduct  of  their  own  proceedings  And  may  from  time  to  time  revoke  alter 
or  amend  any  such  rules  and  regulations. 

6 —  The  Governing  Body  may  from  time  to  time  by  any  such  rules  and 
regulations  or  in  any  special  case  delegate  all  or  any  of  their  duties  or  powers 
to  any  Committee  or  to  any  person  or  persons  to  be  appointed  for  that 
purpose  either  under  any  general  rule  or  regulation  or  by  the  Governing 
Body  in  any  special  case. 
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
